Institutional  Provisions  for  Mothers  or  Children. 

Health  Visitors.  Child  Life  Protection. — Reports  received  from  the  Visitors 
continue  satisfactory  and  there  has  been  no  cause  for  action. 

Arrangements  for  Dental  and  Orthopaedic  Gases. — Dental  and  Orthopaedic 
cases  are  sent  for  treatment  to  the  County  Hospital,  Hartford,  under  arrangements 
with  the  Kent  Conuty  Council. 

Appointments  are  made  for  pre-school  children  to  attend  various  Ophthalmic 
Clinics,  arrangements  being  made  with  the  Kent  County  Council. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

Main  Water  supplies  are  by  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board  and  the  Mid  Kent 
Water  Company.  Samples  are  taken  quarterly  and  submitted  to  the  County 
Laboratory.  These  waters  are  reported  to  be  bacteriologically  and  chemically  of 
excellent  quality  and  well-fitted  for  a public  supply. 

Water  mains  were  extended  during  the  year  as  follows  : — 

Parish  of  Southfleet,  Highcross  to  Westwood. 

Parish  of  Wilmington,  Birchwood  Road  to  Puddledock. 

Parish  of  Sutton-at-Hone,  Top  Dartford  Road,  Hextable,  to  Maud  Road, 
Mabel  Road,  and  Herbert  Road. 

Fifty-six  properties  have  been  provided  with  a main  water  supply,  dispensing 
with  six  wells. 

8,847  dwelling  houses  are  supplied  by  water  mains. 

765  by  private  supply  or  wells. 

Rivers  and  Streams. — Inspections  were  made  through  the  Darenth  Valley, 
and  no  cause  for  action  found. 

Closet  accommodation. — During  the  year  two  cesspools  were  repaired  and 
one  privy  pit  abolished,  cesspool  drainage  and  water  closet  and  bathroom  installed.

A Sanitary  Depot  is  provided  at  Swanley  with  modern  workshop  to  undertake  all 
running  repairs  to  vehicles  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector.

Method  employed  for  freeing  infested  houses  is  by  stripping  wall  paper,  all 
walls,  skirtings,  mouldings,  frames,  etc.,  are  then  sprayed  with  Zaldecide. 

Any  clothing  found  to  beverminous  is  sent  to  Bow  Arrow  Hospital  and  put  through 
steam  disinfector. 

All  the  work  of  disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

Follow-up  visits  are  made  and  instructions  given  to  tenants  regarding  home 
management  to  prevent  re-infestation. 

SCHOOLS. 

All  schools  are  provided  with  main  water  supply  and  only  in  the  outlying  parishes 
the  drainage  is  by  cesspool  or  pits. 

No  serious  outbreak  occurred  during  the  year  in  regard  to  infectious  diseases.

Twenty-eight  properties  were  found  to  be  rat  infested  during  the  year.  The 
system  advocated  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  of  pre-baiting  with  sausage  rusk  followed 
by  a mixture  of  rusk  and  zinc  phosphide  has  proved  satisfactory.

Inspections  are  made  of  all  dairies  and  cowsheds.  Samples  of  milk  are  taken 
regularly  in  accordance  with  instructions  received  from  the  County  Medical  Officer. 
Other  samples  are  taken  as  the  necessity  arises.  Improvements  to  cowsheds  and 
dairies  at  Beesfield  Farm,  Farningham,  Maplescombe  Farm,  Farningham,  Chalkcroft 
Farm,  Pinden,  and  Manor  Farm,  Farningham  have  been  completed.

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Food : — 

Two  food  poisoning  cases  reported  and  samples  of  foodstuffs  submitted  to  the 
County  Laboratory.  All  laboratory  work  is  carried  out  at  the  County  Laboratory. 
Samples  taken  and  submitted  for  examination  to  County  Laboratory  proved 
satisfactory. 

Nutrition. — Nothing  to  report  under  this  heading. 


Shell  Fish  and  Other  Fish.— There  are  no  shell-fish  beds  in  the  waterside 
area  of  the  Rural  District.  All  shell-fish  sold  in  the  area  comes  from  Billingsgate 
Market. 

Eleven  stone  of  fish  was  found  to  be  unsound  and  destroyed. 


TREATMENT  OF  SCABIES  AND  HEAD  LICE. 


During  the  year  356  persons  were  treated  for  Scabies  and  24  persons  treated  for 
headlice  at  the  Cleansing  Station.  Two  treatments  each  are  normally  given, 
“ Ascabiol  ” being  used  in  both  infections.  Personal  clothes,  bedding,  blankets,  etc., 
are  stoved  and  follow-up  visits  made  to  patients.  Every  person  in  an  infected  house 
is  taken  to  the  Cleansing  Station  for  treatment.  There  is  a decrease  of  100  scabies  and 
24  headlice  treatments  from  last  year’s  figures.
